Of all menaces to agriculture in 
the prairie provinces, it is unani- 
mously agreed that the loss sustained 
from weeds far outweigh the loss 
from any other preventable cause. 
Realizing this, the decision was 
reached by the Provincial Govern- 
ments of Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
and Alberta, that if the Canadian 
Pacific Railway would provide the 
service, a special Interprovincial 
train-on weed contre! would bé 
equipped and sent out. The Railway 
Company concurred in the plan, and 
on the morning of 24th January the 
Special train consisting «f 
lecture cars, one car for display of 
implements, another exhibiting . row- 
ing weeds, &c., and ‘Tourist Dining 
Car, opened up at Dominion City, 
Man., upon a tour of six weeks—two 
weeks to euch province—to conclude 
in Southern Alberta the first week 
in March. Any pessimism which 
may have existed with respect to the 
success of this mission was soon 
dispelled, From the: outset great 
difficulty was experienced ‘» haad- 
ling the large crowds ut each peint 
visited, and on some occasions it was 
necessary to vbtain the use of the 
local hall in order to accommodate 
all, ‘This manifestation cf interest 
on part of the farmers greatly en- 
couraged the speakers with the 
train, who put forth their best efforts 
and received a splendid response 
with an assurance of carnest Co- 
operation. 

The Weed Exhibit car vas a popu- 
lar centre of interest to both young 
and old. Here were paintings and 
living and pressed plants to illus- 
trate the worst weeds; and with 
these were companion cards in- 
dicating the means of eradication. 
Many kinds of weed seeds were 
shown under magnifying glasses, and 
models of weea seeds enlarged to 
forty diameters were shown. Soil 
plots with weeds growing from weed 
seed planted on the trip, indicated 
the rapidity with which some typical 
weeds developed when not promptly 
attended to.

adtantages of having a silo on the 
farm. The discourses were of such 
a varied and comprehensive nature 
that it would be difficult to go into 
detail, but the writer is satisfied that 
no other similar train has ever ac- 
complished so much within such a 
short time. During the six weeks 
three thousand five hundred miles 
was covered, seventy-four points 
visited, and seventy-siz meetings 
held, with an aggregate attendance 
of fifteen thousand four hundred and 
eighty people.

HOW TO BOIL BEEF 
\ 


If a piece of beef is plunged into boiling water 
or very hot fat, the albumen on the entire surface 
of the meat is quickly coagulated, and the envel- 
oping crust thus formed resists the dissolving ac- 
tion of the water, and prevents the escape of the 
juices!and flavoring matters. Thus cooked the 
meat retains most of its flavoring and has the de- 
sired meaty taste. 


The resulting broth is correspondingly poor. 


The foregoing statements will be of much 
help in the rational cooking of meats in water. 


The treatment depends largely upon what 
it is desired to do. It is impossible to make a rich 
broth and have a juicy, highly-flavored piece of 
boiled meat at the same time. If the meat alone is 
to be used, the cooking in water should be as fol- 
lows: 


Plunge the cut at once into a:generous supply 
' boiling water and keep the water at boiling 


aaa or as near boiling point as possible, for ten 


minutes, in order to coagulate the albumen and 
seal the pores of the meat; the coating thus formed 
will prevent the solvent action of the water and 
the escape of the soluble albumen and juices from 
the inner part of the meat. 


But if the action of the boiling should be con- 
tinued the whole interior of the meat would in time 
be brought near the temperature of boiling water, 
and all the albumen would be coagulated and ren- 
dered hard. 


Instead of keeping the water at boiling tem- 
perature (212 Deg., Fahr.), therefore the temper- 
ature should be spect to "fall to about 180 Deg., 
Fahr., when the meat could be thoroughly cooked 


| without becoming hard. 


A longer time will be required for cooking 
meat in this w: ay, but the albumen will not be firm- 
ly coa eulaied and the flesh will be tender and 
juicy instead of tough and dry, as will be the case 
when the water is kept boiling or nearly boiling 
during the entire time of the cooking.

DEVELOPMENT IN 
_ POULTRY BREEDING 


The Cernig farms of the Do- 
minion are doing some excellent work 
in poultry breeding. After four or 
five years, birds and strains have been 
produced of excedingly high produc- 
tive capacity. | 

At Kentville, N.S., eleven breeding 
pens contain birds that in their pullet 
year laid an average of 197 eggs, the 
highest bird laying 270 eggs in 52] 
weeks, At this station u Burred Rock | 
pullet laid 104 eggs in 104 days. in! 
sections where a few years ago ten or! 
a dozen eggs a year from a hen were 
a rarity, there are now hundreds that 
run to from 153 to 250. In the Eas-; 
tern Townships, Que., 266 eggs have’ 
been reached and from 150 to 200 is | 
a common record. In the Prairie Pro- 
vinces the Experimental Farms have 
reached high record, At Indian Head, 

Sask., last year 105 pullets had oan 
average of 183.7 eggs, the highest be- 
ing 292, At Lethbridge, Alta., the 

average production has increased two 
or three times over what it was nine 
or ten years ago. New Brunswick 
has a similar tale to tell, one hen at 

Fredericton reaching 256 eggs:in a 
year, British Columbia, however, 
tukes the palm. At the Agassiz ex- 
perimental farm 200 eggs are com- 
mon and from 250 to 270 are not rare, 
At the Vancouver Island station 200 
pullets gave an average of 195.97, 82 
going above 200. The high production 
of 300 eggs in a year has been reach- 
ed for one pullet. Hens that cannot 
lay 200 in a twelve month are not
